For the purposes of this subsection, the commissioner shall24

determine the number of months of unemployment benefits in the25

unemployment compensation fund using the benefit cost rate for the26

average of the three highest calendar benefit cost rates in the twenty27

consecutive completed calendar years immediately preceding the cut-off28

date or a period of consecutive calendar years immediately preceding29

the cut-off date that includes three recessions, if longer.30

(C) The minimum flat social cost factor calculated under this31

subsection (2)(b) shall be six-tenths of one percent, except that if32

(b)(i)(B)(II) of this subsection applies, the minimum shall be fifty-33

five one-hundredths of one percent, and if (b)(i)(B)(III) of this34

subsection applies, the minimum shall be five-tenths of one percent."35
